You recall that fourth round. Dempsey clipped Tufimey on the 
Adam’s apple with a right hand punch and Tunney, acamrding to ob- 
cervers and cameras, clutched at the ropes. He was ripe, for a kayo, 
so they say. 

Dempsey failed to follow up his advantages and Tiimney got to 
the center of the ring unmolested. a 

The boys have never stopped chattering about that: They said 
that Tunney was badly hurt or he wceuldn’t have grabbed the ring 
ropes for support. They read several meaning into Jack’s failure to 

Jimmy Bronson, who handled Tunney in that fight,:scoffs at the 
stories which have been broadcast :— ‘i 

“Tunney hurt? Maybe,” says Bronson, who goes an to cxplain 
what actually occurred in the fourth round. A : 

“All through that fight Tunney had rated himself ‘along, after 
taking the fight out of Dempsey in the opening round.

“In the fourth round, Dempsey cfipped him. Tunney started to 
move out of danger but he MOVED TO THE RIGHT. 

“In a flash Gene realized that he was walking right into the 


path of Dempsey’s murderous left hand. 
“Another step and he might have been right in line for that left 


hand punch. : . 

“Yo check his movement, he grabbed at the rope, pulled himself 
to a complete stop and backed. out, almost simultaneously, to the left.
